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Board picks 
site for new 
Justice Cen. 

Plans for preserving 
county’s current 
courthouse indefinite 

The Project Development Board 
(PDB) charged with overseeing the de- 
sign and construction of Morgan 
County’s future multi-million dollar 
justice center last week settled on a site 
for the proposed facility. 

Board members voted to acquire the 
McKenzie Shopwise property, owned by 
Mrs. Pauline McKenzie, on Court Street 
and an adjacent vacant lot, owned by 
Homer Short of Paintsville, that fronts 
on Broadway Street. 

Murphy-Graves Architects of Lex- 
ington was hired at an earlier meeting 
to design the facility. 

According to the Administrative Of- 
fice of the Courts’ website, $16.2 mil- 
lion has been budgeted for the center and 
another $3 million is expected to be ap- 
proved for furnishings and equipment. 

The funding is expected to be appro- 
priated during the 2010-2012 fiscal year. 

The board plans to select a bonding 
firm at its next meeting. The date for the 
meeting has not been set. 

The AOC will maintain the current 
100-year-old courthouse until the new 
center is completed. After that, the fis- 
cal court will assume maintenance costs. 
County officials hope to find a suitable 
use for the historic building, but plans, 
which include moving some county of- 
fices to the building, are indefinite.

Board of Education Attorney Gary

Frigid weather brings 
spate of house fires 



Brushy Fork resident 
is seriously burned, 
house destroyed

County fire departments responded to 
several housefires over the weekend, 
including one in which a local man was 
seriously injured. 

Caney Valley Fire Chief Tommy 
Conley said that Allen Gibson, of 607 
Brush Fork Rd., accidentally threw a 
flammable substance into a heat stove 
at his home early Sunday, Jan. 18. 

“Mr. Gibson was trying to re-light the 
fire in the stove,” Conley said. “When 
he put the flammable substance into the 
stove, the fire exploded on him. 
Firefighters were unable to save his 
home; it was a total loss.” 

Conley noted that Gibson, who was 
badly burned, was able to flee the house 
and report the fire from his neighbor’s 
home at approximately 3:57 a.m. 

“Mr. Gibson was transported to Mor- 
gan County ARH with severe burns,” 
Conley said. “He was later transported 
to UK Medical Center in Lexington for 
treatment. I had heard that he received 
second and third degree burns to ap- 
proximately 25 percent of his body.”

Valley, White Oak and Hazel Green fire 
departments, as well as Morgan County 
Ambulance Service.

Attorneys for 
Patrick family 
seek settlement 

MT. STERLING, Jan. 15 — Accord- 
ing to The Mt. Sterling Advocate, an at- 
torney for the estate of murder victim 
Melissa Patrick is seeking a settlement 
in a case stemming from the escape of 
Robin Mapel from the Montgomery 
County Regional Jail last October 16. 

Mapel, Patrick’s ex-boyfriend, was 
still on the run from the law when he 
allegedly kidnapped her from her home 
in Morgan County on Nov. 10 and shot 
her to death. 

Montgomery County Jailer Everett 
“De wayne” Myers has come under scru- 
tiny for allowing Mapel to serve on a 
work detail normally reserved for model 
prisoners considered to be low flight 
risks. 

At the time of his escape, Mapel was 
facing 50 years to life in prison on pre- 
vious charges, including kidnapping and 
endangering the life of his infant son. 

Lexington attorney Justin Morgan 
said he and Attorney Jerry Anderson 
have been retained by Patrick’s family 
“to investigate and pursue all avenues 
of recovery on behalf of Melissa Patrick, 
her estate and her surviving family mem- 
bers.”

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A legacy of Christmas 
kindness continues

At Christmastime, Pearl 
Stanley can be found in her Yel- 
low Springs, Ohio, kitchen mix- 
ing up batches of chocolate chip 
cookies and cranberry-apricot 
bread to give to family and 
friends. 

The tasty treats are the result 
not just of Stanley’s good will, 
but of a free bag of flour deliv- 
ered to her doorstep each holi- 
day season. It’s a tradition that 
dates back to 1894 in the west- 
ern Ohio village. 

Shortly before his death that 
year, a former slave named 
Wheeling Gaunt deeded nine 
acres of farmland to the village 
with the stipulation that rent from 
the land be used to buy flour to 
give to widows at Christmas. 
Though the property no longer 
is rented, village taxpayers con- 
tinue to honor Gaunt’s wishes 
and since the 1950s have even 
sweetened the holiday gift with 
sacks of sugar. 

“We’ve always honored this 
tradition and always will,” says 
Village Clerk-Treasurer Deborah 
Benning, whose family has lived 
in Yellow Springs since the early 
1800s. “We take responsibility

for each other here. We care about 
each other.” 

Last December, Gaunt’s gen- 
erous idea once again wrapped 
the village of 3,761 people in 
holiday spirit as the Yellow 
Springs Public Works crew deliv- 
ered 10 pounds of flour and 10 
pounds of sugar to each of the 1 10 
widows in the community. 

“They’re always happy to see 
us coming,” says Public Works 
Superintendent Kelley Fox, who 
heads the annual giveaway and 
has helped make the deliveries for 
24 years. 

Stanley, 89, is delighted with 
the free flour and sugar. “It’s been 
a great help to me,” says Stanley, 
whose husband, Clarence, died in 
1995. “Everyone like me who’s 
on a limited income really appre- 
ciates it.” 

Fox maintains a list of widows 
by checking obituaries each week 
in the Yellow Springs News and 
by word of mouth in the close- 
knit community. Before making 
a delivery to a new widow, Fox 
checks to see if she is comfort- 
able with the tradition. 

“I really appreciate it, but it 
does make George’s going- away 
hit me again,” says Evelyn 



Earthquake preparedness 



February is National Earth- 
quake Awareness Month. Here 
are some tips on being prepared. 

When preparing for an earth- 
quake, plan on having enough 
supplies to get you and your fam- 
ily through at least five days. 
After a major earthquake, there 
is a good chance that traditional 
emergency response teams will 
be too busy to take care of you 
and your family. You need to pre- 
pare your home and neighbor- 
hood. 

The following is a list of 
safety tips to follow in the event 
of an earthquake: 

The Plan 

• Get what you need and make 
your emergency suppliers kit. 

• Decide where and when to 
reunite your family if you are 
separated. Choose a person 
outisde the immediate area to 
contact. Long distance phone 
service will probably be restored 
sooner than local service. Do not 
use the phone immediately after 
an earthquake. 

• Know the policies of the 
school or daycare center your 
children attend. Make plans to 
have someone pick them up if 
you are unable to get to them. 

• If you have a family mem- 
ber who does not speak English, 
prepare an emergency card writ- 
ten in English indicating that 
person’s idenfication, address 
and any special needs such as 



medication or allergies. Tell that 
person to keep the card at all 
times. 

• Conduct earthquake drills 
every six months with your fam- 
ily. Know the safest place in each 
room because it will be difficult 
to move from one room to another 
during a quake. 

• Locate the shutoff valves for 
water, gas an electricity. Learn 
how to shut off the valves before 
a quake. If you have any ques- 
tions, call your utility company. 

• Make copies of vital records 
and keep them in another city or 
state. Make sure your originals 
area safely stored. 

• Before a quake occurs, larn 
your city /county plans for emer- 
gency shelters and temporary 
medical centers. 

• Establish all the possible 
ways to exit your house. Keep 
those areas clear. 

• Know the locations of the 
nearest fire and police stations. 

• Take photos and/or vidoes of 
your valuables. Make copies and 
keep them in another city or state. 

• Include your babysitter and 
other household help in your 
plans. 

• Keep an extra pair of eye- 
glasses and house and car keys on 
hand. 

• Keep extra cash and change. 
If electricity is out, you will not 
be able to use an ATM.

S.F. stood for scarlet fever.

“What do they mean?” he 
asked. 

“When we don’t know what’s 
wrong with a patient,” they said, 
“we write GOK. That means God 
Only Knows.” 

So many things puzzle us. We 
don’t know what to do. There’s 
an epidemic of GOK. 

But the Bible says, “If any of 
our lacks wisdom, he should ask 
God, and it will be given to him.” 



Britton, 76, a widow since 2006. 
She uses the sugar to make a med- 
ley of candy--fudge, peanut 
brittle, buckeyes and haystacks— 
for gifts to send to relatives in 
Waycross, Georgia. The ingredi- 
ents last her for at least six 
months, and in the spring, Britton 
uses the donated flour for a bake 
sale that benefits the Yellow 
Springs Library. 

“I make pumpkin bread. It’s 
nice and moist. I pride myself on 
that,” says Britton, “and my 
cornbread cake. I’ve never found 
anybody yet who didn’t like it.” 

Even if the widows don’t con- 
sider themselves particularly 
needy, they accept the gift and 
pass it along, says Bambi Will- 
iams, 76, who bakes molasses 
cookies to give to friends. One 
year she gave her flour and sugar 
to a family that lost everything in 
a fire. 

“We just really appreciate this 
legacy and wouldn’t want it to 
fade away,” Wiliams says. 

Gaunt’s legacy of kindness is 
astounding, considering his own 
life of hardship. Born into slavery 
in 1812 on a tobacco plantation 
in Carrollton, Ky., he was sepa- 
rated at age 4 from his mother. 
Gaunt saved enough money, 
$900, over 32 years to buy his 



freedom. In the 1860s, he moved 
to Yellow Springs, attracted by 
the racial tolerance of the area and 
nearby Wilberforce University, 
says Phyllis Jackson, village his- 
torian. Through hard work and 
frugality, Gaunt acquired several 
pieces of property and was one of 
the town’s wealthiest residents 
when he died at age 82. 

“He was--and is--the town 
benefactor,” Jackson says. 

Gaunt’s name lives year-round 
in Yellow Springs at Gaunt Park, 
the property he willed to the vil- 
lage, but it’s at Christmastime 
when the magnitude of his kind- 
ness touches every widow’s heart. 

“Who would have thought of 
the widows with little kids who 
wouldn’t have any cookies or 
cakes?” Britton says. 

She was waiting this year, 
mixing bowls and cake pans 
ready, for her delivery of free 
flour and sugar— a gift from a car- 
ing community that is as precious 
today as when it was first given 
114 Christmases ago.

Assistants needed 
for 2010 Census 

The U.S. Census Bureau is re- 
cruiting individuals for 2010 Cen- 
sus jobs. Jobs are temporary; most 
involve fieldwork in neighbor- 
hoods near the census taker’s 
home. Work schedules will vary. 
Many census takers have other 
full-time or part-time jobs. Not 
everyone who is qualified is hired; 
applicants who are selected are 
called when jobs are available. 
There may be an interval of a few 
months between testing and being 
offered a job. 

Minimum requirements in- 
clude a completed application, 



proper identification documents, 
favorable background check, 
completion of a 30-minute writ- 
ten employment test. Blank prac- 
tice tests are available and can be 
given to organizations as well as 
to individuals. Census takers must 
be available for 3 to 5 days of 
training, paid at the hourly rate. 
Mileage for field jobs is reim- 
bursed. These jobs will last about 
5 to 10 weeks for each operation; 
there are several consecutive op- 
erations. Billingual applicants are 
encouraged to apply. Pay rate for 
census takers is $10.25 to $14 per 
hour, paid weekly.

Preparing For 
Tax Season 

The holidays have passed us 
by, the new year has begun, and 
the tax season is right around the 
corner. The earlier you prepare 
for the looming April 15 tax 
deadline, the easier it will be to 
file your taxes. Here are some 
helpful hints as you begin getting 
ready for tax season: 

• Make sure your informa- 
tion matches ours. Soon you 
will be receiving your W-2s from 
your employer(s) and tax infor- 
mation from the IRS. Carefully 
check your name, Social Security 
number and all the data on your 
W-2s and on your Social Secu- 
rity Statement or card to make 
sure they match up. 

If you cannot find your State- 
ment but know your Social Se- 
curity number, make sure the 
number and information is cor- 
rect on your W-2s. A mismatch 
could delay your tax refund and 
cause problems with your Social 
Security benefits in the future. 
Such errors are easy to fix. 

• A name change is the main 
change. If you have legally 
changed your name due to mar- 
riage, divorce, court order or for 
any other reason, make sure you 
change your name with Social 
Security by applying for a new 
Social Security card. Make sure 
you change your name with your 
employer as well. If you change 
with one source but not the other, 
it could cause your earnings to 
be improperly recorded. A minor 
detail could cause a major mix- 
up. You can learn more about 
social Security numbers and 
cards at www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
ssnumber. 

• Don’t forget the kids. If you 

are the parent of a newborn, you 
want to make sure that the new- 
est family member has a Social 
Security number too. Most 
people apply for their baby’s so- 
cial Security card while they are 
still in the hospital at the same 
time they apply for the birth cer- 
tificate. But if you did not, you 
will need to apply for your child’s 
Social Security number or to 
claim the child as a dependent on 
your tax return. You will also 
need it if you ever apply for gov- 
ernment benefits on behalf of the 
child or your family. 

• Go online if you can’t find 
your 1099. Social Security Ben- 
efit Statements (Form SSA- 
1099) for tax year 2008 are auto- 
matically mailed to beneficiaries 
and should be received by Jan. 
31, 2009. If you receive Social 
Security and have not received 
your 1099 in the mail by the end 
of January, but need it to file a 
tax return, just go online. Begin- 
ning in February, you can request 
a replacement 1099 online at 
http://secure.ssa.gov/apps6z/ 
il099/main.html.

2009 DCP pgm. 
signup underway 

LEXINGTON, Ky. — Jeffery 
S. Hall, FSA State Executive Di- 
rector, this week reminded farm- 
ers that enrollment for the 2009 
Direct and Counter-cyclical Pay- 
ment (DCP) Program for farms 
with base acres began on Decem- 
ber 22 both online and at local 
FSA Service Centers. Sign-up 
will continue until June 1, 2009. 
The June 1, 2009 deadline is 
mandatory for all participants. 
USD A will not accept any late- 
filed applications. 

For 2009, eligible producers 
may request to receive advance 
direct payments based on 22 per- 
cent of the direct payment for 
each commodity associated with 
the farm. Counter-cyclical pay- 
ment rates vary depending on 
market prices. 

Producers who are eligible 
for the DCP Program will also 
be eligible to enroll in the Aver- 
age Crop Revenue Election 
(ACRE) Program. The enroll- 
ment period for the ACRE Pro- 
gram will begin in the 
spring. Producers may first en- 
roll in the DCP Program, elect to 
receive advance direct payments 
and then later modify their en- 
rollment to include the ACRE 
program, or they may wait and 
elect to enroll in DCP and ACRE 
at the same time. The decision to 
enroll in the ACRE Program is 
irrevocable. The owner of the 
farm and all producers on the 
farm must agree to enroll in 
ACRE. Once enrolled in ACRE, 
the farm shall be enrolled for that 
initial crop year and will remain 
in ACRE through the 2012 crop 
year. 

Producers can enroll in 2009 
DCP at their local FSA office 
through June 1, 2009.

If you grow apples or pears, 
or are intereseted in learning the 
art of grafting, now is the time to 
order rootstock. 

Rootstock is typicallyused to 
generate desired characteristics 
for fruit trees. Commercial root- 
stock has been bred to produce 
short trees and strong root sys- 
tems to help feed and stabilize the 
tree from wind damage.

FSA begins issuing 
Tobacco Transition 
Program payments 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — SDA 
Farm Service Agency announce 
has begun issuing more than 
$162 million in Tobacco Transi- 
tion Payment Program (TTPP) 
payments to quota holders and 
producers in Kentucky. Pay- 
ments for 2009 and subsequent 
year payments will be made ev- 
ery January 15. 

The Fair and Equitable To- 
bacco Reform Act of 2004, 
signed into law by President 
Bush in October 2004, estab- 
lished the Tobacco Transition 
Payment Program, which pro- 
vides annual payments for 10 
years from 2005 through 2014 to 
eligible tobacco quota holders 
and producers. The program pro- 
vides 10 equal annual payments 
to quota holders and producers. 

Approximately $4.7 billion 
will be paid to tobacco quota 
holders and producers with this 
fifth round of payments. 

USD A does not make lump 
sum TTPP payments to quota 
holders and producers. How- 
ever, quota holders and produc- 
ers can enter into successor-in- 
interest contracts beginning 
January 15, 2009, which would 
enable them to receive lump-sum 
payments from private entities 
by selling the remaining five 
Tobacco Transition Payment 
Program Payments.
